(e) The Board may appoint anc fix the compensation 
of such officers, attorneys, and empl -yces, and make such 
expenditures, as may be necessary to carry out its functions. 

(f) The Board shall make such rules and regulations 
as shall be necessary and proper to carry out its functions. 

(g) The Board shall have the suthority and duty to 
receive and investigate written comp'aints from’ or on be- 
half of any person claiming to be affected or aggrieved by 
any Violation or threatened violation 0’ this Act and to con- 
duct a hearing on each such complaint. Within ten days 
after the receipt of any such compleint, the Board shall 
furnish notice of the time, place, and sature of the hearing 
thereon to all interested parties. The Board shall render 
its final decision with respect to any complaint within thirty 
days after the conclusion of its hearing tl.ereon. 

(h) Officers or representatives of any Federal employee 
organization in any degree concerned with employment of 
the category in which any alleged violation of this Act 
occurred or is threatened shall be given an opportunity to 
participate in each hearing conducted under this section, 
through submission of written data, \iews, or arguments, 
and in the discretion of the Board, with opportunity for oral 


presentation. Government employees called upon by any 
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_ party or by any Federal employee organization to participate 


in any phase of any administrative or judicial proceeding 


‘under this section shall be free to do so without incurring 


travel cost or suffering loss in leave or pay; and all such em- 
ployees shall be free from restraint, coercion, interference, 


intimidation, or reprisal in or because of their participation.

employment for all purposes.
